VIRGINIA CITY, NEVADA was first cbIIp-I "Varina" in 
honor of Jefferson Davis" wife hy an airietit spiithern saddle- 
tramp named John Finney. Even in th*' West, feeling ran high 
during the Civil War. Northerners living therp tried to per- 
suade the southern minority to change the nnmo. Af a com- 
promiae, "Virginia" seemed to please both sides. 

From the beginning, the town was out to make a fast dollar. 
The hotels, consisting of crude .shacks and tents, charged out- 
rageous rates for their services, even for renting blankets in 
which guests might roll up in on the bare ground. Stahle-s fed 
sawdust to mules and horses for exhorbitant fees. 

Such extravagances had little appeal for a sheepherder 
named Henry Comstock. better known as "Old Pancake." Even 
in bitter weather, he slept out under the stars. 

Wandering over the hills. Comstock- stumbled upon two 
Irishmen who had struck a little pay dirt in nearby Spanish 
Ravine. Pat McLaughlin and Pete O'Reilly were panning out 
fair yields of gold, hut passed up vast deposits of blue-black 
clay, calling it "that blasted blue rtuff." Old Pancake moved 
in on their claim and at gunpoint forced them to cut him in- 





The "blasted blue stuff" turned out to be the richest deposit 
of gold anti ailvpr ore in the wnrlri ! 

From then on, Virgrinia City's fabulous rise made hlBtory! 
Overniffht. thp entire trend of wp.itward emiKration was rfi- 
versed. California's gold fields were deserted as the miners 
flocked to Nevada. Trafliir was so dense on mountain made 
leading into Virtrinia City tha( if a wagon pulled off to stop for 
B while, it migM have to wait a week to rejoin the procecsion. 

To his lastinst rejrret. Old Pancake sold his holdinjtB for a 
trifling $11,000. But the fabulous Comstock l^e made Virginia 
City a queen until the I>oom collapsed in the 1890s, 

Thwi the queen was deserted by all but a handful of old- 
timers. Bome of whom are there to this day. They claim there 
is plenty of silver left in the old lode, and a few miners keep 
operating.

To hjj lurptise, the pfospeclors let out □ howl of detighl when they sow Ihe rock - il 
wos Ihe finest of gold ore! But their mouths diopped open when the tifonger colmly 
meunted hij hofte, with, "You keep Ihe gold, boys! I'm keepin^ my skin - o poise's ofler 

Quickly, the stranger' rode owoy, never to be «een agoin. The gold he left behind 
became the greot North Homeslake Mine, o million-dollar bonanio end Ihe beginninfl of 
a greoi geld camp!

The trackera of the old West had unbelievable skill. Not only did they 
Lflualiy get their man. but by the time they got him, they knew a lot about 
the kind of man he was. 

A good tracker could tell if the man he followed was an Indian, but 
he did not determine this by moccasin tracks alone. In those daya, many 
white men also wore- moccasins, so the tracker checked both moccaain and 
pony tracks to see on which side the man had mounted his horse — an 
Indian mounta on the right, a white man on the left. 

The tracker who was especially observant could even figure something 
■out about the character of the man he was trailing. He knew that when a 
horse leaves tracks that are far apart, he is running. He also knew that 
when the front part of these tracks look ragged, the horse is tired and 
dragging his feet. These two things added up in the tracker's mind to a 
man who was cruelly forcing «n exhausted horse to run — this waa a man 
who would have to be approached with caution ! 

Tracking was called "riding sign" by the cowboys and they looked 
upon it aa a great skill. To the careful tracker, there were very few aecrets 
in the trail that lay before him.
